IP 10-231366 discloses a polymer containing tetravalent boron linkages but does not 
teach or fairly suggest any of the claimed species. 

Letters) disclose boroxine ring- 
containing polymers but do not teach or fairly suggest any of the claimed species. 

WO 97/16862 discloses a polymeric borate compound but does not teach or fairly 
suggest any of the claimed species. 

JP 8-273653 discloses a polymer containing tetravalent boron cross-linkages but does not 
teach or fairly suggest any of the claimed species. 

GB 1016379 discloses a polymer containing a hydrododecaborate anion but does not 
teach or fairly suggest any of the claimed species. 

US 4620944 discloses a polyether containing boron atom cross-linkages but does not 
teach or fairly suggest any of the claimed species. 

US 4091022 discloses a boron-containing polyoxyalkylene material but does not teach or 
fairly suggest any of the claimed species.
